More than a dozen cf those persons in- 
dicted were arrested tonight and were re- 
leased on $1,000 bail each. | 

Seven members of the grand jury are em- 
- ployés of mining companies or institutions 
dependent on the companies, The charge 
against the men is to prevent 
non-union men working in mines. 

No report was made on the deportation of 
Charles H. Moyer, president of the Western 
Federation of Miners, who was dragged, 
kicked, and shot by citizens on the night 
of Dec. 26. However, Moyer was among the 
thirty-niné indicted persons.

It was rumored the investigation 
of lleged attempts to dynamite a train and 
a smoke stack of the Mohawk Mining com- 
pany caused the indictments for felony. | 

There are three counts against Moyer and 
the other Western Federation members and 
officials. The first count charges “the un- 
lawful congregation to interfere with and 
prevent nonunion miners from going to 
work’; the second makes the indictment 
broader and applies the same charges to 
imported workmen, and the third charges 
the strikers with interfering with the per- 
sonal and property rights of the nonunion 
and imported workmen in the mines. 

Of the officials named Moyer, Terzich, Mul- 
ler, Mahoney, Lowney, and several of the 
local men are out of the state. Warrants 
immediately were issued for their arrest.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—Government 
ownership of the great coal mines of the 
country as a remedy for strike disturbances 
was recommended today by Senator Martine 
of New Jersey in a report submitted to Chair- 
man Swanson of the senate committee which 
investigated the West Virginia coal strike 
troubles. 

Senator Martine, charged particularly with 
the inquiry regarding interference with the 
mails and the employment of contract labor, 
reported the evidence failed to establish 
either of these conditions. 

The report attributed much of the viclence 
and bloodshed in West Virginia to the pres- 
ence of armed guards hired by the mine oper- 
ators, and recommended the passage of a 
bill which Senator Martine introduced in 
the senate last session, prohibiting the em- 
ployment of armed police by private organ- 
izations.

An organization committee will be ap- 
pointed by Prof. Taylor and a meeting will 
be arranged with representatives of all the 
foreign races resident in Chicago. 


Vast Alien Population. 

Prof. Taylor pointed out that more than 
124,000 Chicago men of voting age are not 
naturalized, and that 150,000 eligible voters 
are not registered, while the suffrage law 
has added a half million untrained women 
voters with an additional group of unnatural- 
ized women. He suggested an organization 
to arrange for instructorrs, standardize 
study, arrange for the right kind of advertis- 
ing, and for suitable textbooks. 

Women will probably never again be so 
eager for political instruction as at the pres- 
ent time,“ said Miss Addams, as she told 
of demands for forty-two teachers made 
upon the Woman's City club, which had but 
twelve available.

VON MACKENSEN, cormmandé- 

ing the Seventeenth corps of the Ger- 

man army, and whose strained rela- 

with the German crown prince are 

said to have contributed to the lat- 
ters transfer from the command of the 
Death’s Head hussars of the queen at 
Dantsig to the general staff at Berlin, is 
the foremost of the kaiser’s cavalry lead- 
ers and a former comrade of his sov- 
ereign in this same regiment, which Em- 
peror William commanded up to the time 
of his accession to the throne, 

The horsemanship of the general would 
excite admiration even among the western 
cowboys in this country, and one occasion 
when called upon as head of a cavalry brigade 
at Dantsig to deliver a brief address to the 
kaiser he gave an exhibition of equestrian- 
jem which is still remembered. 

His horse was a magnificent animal, but 
exceedingly skittish and troublesome, and 
as the general, having taken up his position 
at the head of his officers, commenced his 
speech his charger began to prance in the 
most alarming manner. 

The general, holding his saber at the salute 


in the right hand and grasping his reing in 


the left, did not allow the horse to disturb 
his utterances in the slightest degree, not 
even when it gave two typically broncho 
jumps, part of a sentence being delivered 
when the general and his steed were up in the 
air and its conclusion as the horse struck 
the ground with all four feet at once. 

By the time that he had concluded his ad- 
Adress without turning a hair the horse, com- 
pletely mastered but covered with foam, 
stood stock still Hke a statue.

The general, who had served in the Deeth’s 
Head hussars as a private during the war of 
1870 and who had become intimate with his 
future sovereign when they were serving to- 
gether as fellow officers, was after becoming 
major general appointed to the personal 
Staff ot the emperor, but did not find court 
life congenial. He secured from the kaiser 
the command of an army corps without for- 
feiting any of his good will. 
When the emperor assigned his eldest son 
to the command of the Death's Head hussare 
at Dantsig he instructed Gen. von Mackensen

as his military chief but also as his mentor 
in matters other than his mere military 
duties. 

Gen. von Mackensen seems to have e- 
pressed his Gistaste for this role of mentor 
to a royal personage even before the crown 
prince took up his residence at Dantzig and 
officious and indiscreet friends communicated 
the general's utterances to the crown prince.

The De Noallles trace their ancestry back 
by means of official records in an unbroken 
Une to Pierre de Noallles, the crusader, who 
flourished at the beginning of the thirteenth 
century. His son, Hugues de Noailles, on 
sailing for the Holy Land in the crusade of 
St. Louis in 1248, signed.a deed bearing that 
date and still in existence, according to 
which his lands and name were always to de- 
scend exclusively in the male line. 

The dukedom of Noailles was created in 
1663, and a year later the title of Duc d' Ayen 
was likewise bestowed upon the head of the 
family and is now always borne by the eldest 
son and heir of the chief, 

Among the other honors of the house are 
those of Due de Mouchy and of Duc and 
Prince de Poix, now borne by the Duc de 
Noailles’ cousin, who, about 24 years of age, 
has a strain of American blood in his veins. 
His grandmother, the Dowager Duchesse de 
Mouchy, was born as a Princess Anna 
Murat at Bordentown, N. J., of an American 
mother, who before her marriage was Miss 
Caroline Fraser of Philadelphia.

The principal country seat of the De 
Noailles is the chateau of Maintenon in the 
department of the Hure-et-Loir. It was a 
present from Louis XIV. to Mme. de Mainte- 
non, who in turn gave it to her niece, wife of a 
member of the De Noailies family. 

The castle was built during the reign of 
Louis XII., and the towers and chapel of 
that epoch are standing td this day. Mme. de 
Maintenon built the right and left wings of 
the chAateau.

There are millions of us 
who can see no moral fifference between 
counterfeiting golden butter and golden coin. 
In both cases it Is substituting a cheap low 
grade article for a high grade expensive one 
for the enormous profit in the transaction.
